From now on, however, 
the rains will slacken, the soil will 
dry out and the weather will be¬ 
come warmer, and this will operate 
in favor of the weeds, for they have 
been surviving through many un¬ 
kindly seasons, and despite hard 
conditions. 

The vegetables, on the contrary, 
are pampered pets, bred for produc¬ 
tion only, and dependent wholly on 
the gardener's effort in their be¬ 
half. This effort is summed up in 
one word, “cultivation"; the modern 
way of saying “working" the garden. 
The two terms are by no means 
synonyms, though the aim of both 
processes is the same but with quite 
different approach. 

“Working'’ the garden consisted of 
churning the soil, cutting it with 
deep gashes and turning up to the 
sun the deeper, moist soil, for it to 
lose its moisture. Incidentally, some 
weeds were uprooted and some 
“smothered,” at least for the time 
being. 

Another aim of this working was 
to prepare the soil ahead of the root 
ends so that they could penetrate it, 
and still another was to "air the soil,” 
so that the roots were supplied, 

The beneficent part of this sort of 
"working" was that weeds were de¬ 
stroyed, though not all, for some of 


WAR MATERIALS 


Because a survey of the arsenals 
of the United States shows that they 
will not be able to produce more 
than ten per cent of the army's re¬ 
quirements in time of war, the War 
Department has earmarked 10,000 of 
the nation's industrial plants for 
production of war supplies. 

Johnson, Assistant Secretary of 
War, says that the managers and 
owners of the plants know the jobs 
to be assigned them in the event of 
conflict and have expressed their 
ability and willingness to fulfill the 
orders. Under these agreements, all 
that the War Department has to do, 
in the event of war, is to begin war 
production. Already "educational 
orders" have been placed with some 
of the industrial plants in order to 
give them experience in manufactur¬ 
ing small quanities of necessary ma¬ 
terials.
